THE CRANK. 


It is only within the past few months 
that the term ‘‘Crank,’’ as applied to 
peculiar types of insanity, has come 
into general use. Yet the word is so 
expressive in its character that the 
whole English speaking world has in- 
stinctively grasped its meaning. As near 
as can be ascertained the term is of an- 
cient origin, being employed in the old 
Scandinavian language and having an 
existence before the Saxons entered 
England. Originally it meant ‘‘twist,’’ 
and is employed in that sense in many 
ancient literary works, although Web- 
ster gives it no special significance, ex- 
cept where used adjectively, when it 
means bold or forward. By referring 
to authorities it will be found that the 
term was used over 200 years ago, when 
it meant a ‘‘cheat’’ or an impostor.“ 
Carlyle employed the word frequently 
in his writings, meaning ‘‘dim of vis- 
ion, violent of temper and hasty in ac- 
tion. In one of Fletcher’s comedies 
the word is used to describe one of the 
characters, and is explained in a foot 
note as signifying ‘‘pest.’’ At the pres- 
ent time the term is specifically applied 
when reference is made to an unreason- 
able or troublesome character. In the 
ease of the recent type of the crank it 
may mean a pest or a nuisance. The 
crank is not considered insane. He 
may be morally irresponsible, but at the 
same time is above the ordinary idiot in 
being able to distinguish between right 
and wrong. In intellect and ability the 
rank is always superior to the lunatic. 
The word faithfully applies to the Gui- 
teau-Mason-Jones style of imbecile, al- 
though the distinction may be carried 
still farther and the tribe divided into 
numerous classes. That the word 
*‘crank’’ does not mean insane is evi- 
dent, and that from the special signifi- 
cance of the term there are cranks in 
every walk of life cannot be doubted. 
There are religious cranks, legal cranks, 
newspaper cranks, business cranks, 
medical cranks, railroad cranks, Con- 
gressional cranks, and cranks that 
would like to have the Congressional 
added to their names. In fact there are 
all kinds of cranks, but the most viru- 
lent type of the disease is the assassin- 
ation crank, the Guiteaus, the Masons 
and the Joneses of the present day. 
Verily this is the day and age of cranks 
and the curse of mankind is to be great.

Governments, Governors of the several 
States, Generals of the Army, Admirals of 
the 2 and such officers as have re- 
ceived the thanks of Congress. 

Resolved further, That the President of 
the United States be requested to trans- 
mit a copy of these resolutions to Mrs. 
Lucretia B. Garfield and assure her of the 
profound sympathy of the two Houses of 
Congress for her deep personal affliction 
and their sincere condolence for the late 
national bereavement.
